PLAINTIFF OR PIRATE?

A NOVEL DEFENCE. 


FISHERMAN’S FESTIVAL FLUTTER. 


That the plaintiff was a ‘pirate 
chief who took the defendant. to 
his lair and there made him put his 
finger prints toa promfssory_note 
was the novel defence raised to an 
action begun before the Puisne 
Judge (Mr. Justice Gompertz) injthe 
Summary Court to-day. 


The claim was for $199.48, 
balance of principatund interest 
duc under the promissory note. 
Appearing to support it, Mr 
R. E. A. Webster explained that 
the plaintiff, Wan Wan-kai, a boat- 
builder's foki, was employed in the 
island of Tam Pun Tau which lies 
in Chinese waters andthat the de- 
fendant, Ho Kfn-fu, wes a fisher 
man living in a matshed on the 
island of Applichau at Aberdeen, 

Mr. C.A.S. Russ, who represent- 
Ped the. defendant, interpolated a 
brief outlineof his defence. He 
alleged that the plaintiff was a 
pirate chief who levied a tribute of 
fish on all the fishing junks that 
ply inthe waters around about Tam 
Pun Tau. The defendant, said Mr. 
Russ, refused to pay tribute, so one 
night the plaintiff pfrated the boat, 
robbed the otcupants and took the 
defendant to his island where he 
put Ho’s finger prints to the note. 

The Puisne Judge: If that is so 
why have you not given informa- 
tion to the police? 

Mr. Russ: We have and the 
man was prosecuted. 

Mr, Webster said that when the 
case was heard the prosecution 
broke down. He proceeded to ex- 
plain how “this wonderful story 
of piracy” erose. According 
to the usual custom amongst 
fishermen the defendant, he said,}. 
‘Taised money to piy for: his 
tackle etc. from the plaintiff's 
master. Under an arrangement 
like this, the man who borrowed the 
money was bound to sell his fish 
to the lender but the defendant 
did not carry out his part of the 
bargain. The plaintiff therefore 
took the Jaw into his own hands and 
commandeered from the defendant 
aboatload of fish. The matter was 
taken up by the policeat Aberdeen 
and the boatload of fish was handed 
back, When a letter was sent 
demanding the repayment ‘of the 
money lent to the defendant the 
answer given was to have the 
plaintiff arrested. The prescu 
tion’s case, however, broke down 
at the trial. 

The real story of the note was, 
Mr. Webster went on to state, that 
on April 30, 1921, as it was the 
feast day of the Goddess of Heaven 
and a great fishermen’s festival, 
the defendant came over with a lot 
of friends to Tam Pun Tau and 
and went to a temple near the 
plaintiff's firm, ostensibly to wore 
ship. What really happened was 
that some of them gambled and the 
defendant, who was a confirmed 
gambler, lost pretty heavily. The 
plaintif was at the temple; 
though he did not gamble, and 
he lent the ‘defendant $12. The 
defendant stayed gambling the 


whole day and he went to the 
plaintiff’s firm and got a further 
sum of $40. Later on, after he had 
been “cleaned out,” he came back 
again followed by an angry mob 
of gamblers and the plaintiff got 


a further amount of $60 for him. | 


This sum the plaintiff had to 
borrow from his mother-in-law in 
Hongkong. . 

His Honour, after going into the 
evidence, decided that he must 
give judgment for the defendant.

sacrifice not of slaughtered beasts, 
but of your living selves, of your 

minds and bodies pure and free 
from blemish. 

Human nature {s not condemned 
by Christianity as something bad 
in itself. Itis accepted as a fact 

* of life from which there is no 
reasonable escape. Hamlet when 
he was oppressed by many troubles 
and difficulties is made to exclaim; 
O that this too too-solid flesh 

would melt, 

Thaw and resolve itself with a 

dew! - ' 

But there is the cry of a mind 
that has not yet reached the 
Christian point of view. The flesh 
that so often presses upon man so 
‘heavily, and appears to drag him 
down, is none the less the Temple 
of the Holy Spirit. And it is just 
because of this indwelling spirit 
that the body can be offered 

/as oa sacrifice holy and ac- 
ceptable to God: Its holiness is 
the result of the — spirit’s 
presence; for the Spirit purifies, 
strengthens and forgives. Two 
factors, however, spoil our offer- 

ing. . There. is the innate sclfish- 
ness of each one of us, which 
allows passion to wreck the purity 
of the body andto dim the clear- 
ness of the mind, And there is 
the world outside us and around 
us, that would ever drag us 
down to its false and ridiculous 
standards, its .paltry aims, its 
heartless conventions. So the 
#postle bids us strive against 
the fashion of the world, St. 
Chrysostom commenting on this 
passage uses words that we might 
well take to heart: 


“ St. Paul says,not change the 
fashion, but be transformed, to 
show that the world’s ways are a 
fashion, but virtue's ways are not, 
but on the contrary a real form, 
with a natural beauty of its own, 
not meeding the trickezies and 
fashions of outward things, which 
no sooner appear than they go to 
naught, For all these things, 
even before they come to light, 
are dissolving. If then thou thro- 
west the fashion aside, thou wilt 
speedily come to the form.”.

It is a good.thing for anyone 
_ who feels some misgivings as to 
the value of the historical records 
concerning Jesus Christ, which 
have come down tous, to compare 
the legends, which in India have 
gathered round the carly life of 
Buddha, with the one simple, sober 
story of the boyhood of our Lord, 
which is read as the Gospel for 
this Sunday, 

The great German theologian 
and critic, Harnuck, brought up, 
as he had been, to regard the 
Gospels as unhistorical works, 
has borne his unbiased witness, 
after forty years of unremitting 
study, to the character of 
vthese Pearly chapters of St. 
Luke’s Gospel, “ Nothing,” he 

‘writes, “that is mythological 
in the sense of Greek or 
Oriental myth is to be fouad in 
these accounts.” " Above. all be. 
abundantly vindicates the honesty 
of St, Luke’s character as an his- 
torian. “St. Luke,” he writes in 
the same work, “regarded these 
stories as proceeding from St. 
Mary ; for his practice elsewhere as 
an historian proves that he himself 
could not have invented a fiction 
like this.” , 


The. story, that forms our Gospel 
for to-day, is indeed an, example 
of an episode that could not have 
been invented, Which is, indeed, 
the more amazing feature of ‘the 
tale, the unsuspecting parents 
going off home quite cheerfully, 
_ imagining that the boy Jesus was 
some where in the company, or the 
‘ surprise of Jesus that his parents 
should not know whcre’to find him 
Sf{they really wanted him? . | *
